A  proposed  protein  meal  oraer,  ef fectiv^  yflaP.EP'U,  1944,  was  annotmced 
this  week  by  V.TA.     (USDA  1184-44)    Amenaing  ]n.i i.i n  P i' i.i 1. 1 1 1 1.  LiQS..Q r cLe.r_ Ho .  9,  it 
limits  the  quantity  of  oilseea  meals  and  animal  protein  that  can  be  used  by 
the  manufacturers  of  mixed  feeds  during  theperioa  Oct.  1,  1943,  to  Sept, 30, 
1944,    A  Feea  and  Livestock  Branch,  being  established  in  t he  rPA,  vill  ad- 
minister the  program.     In  the  field  it  v^ill  be  handled  by  AAA  and  Feed 
Aavisory  Committees, 

Main  provisions  are; 

(1)  Limits  the  amount  of  protein  meal  used  in  the  manufacture  of  mixed 
feeds  to  110  percent  of  the  amount  used  for  mixed  feeds  during  the  calendar 
year  of  1942, 

(2)  To  equalize  distribution,  it  allor/s  the  Director  of  Food  Proauction 
to  limit  the  quantity  of  protein  meal  which  retailers  vrithin  the  area  may  de- 
liver to  feeders. 

(3)  Persons  other  than  livestock  feeders  are  not  permitted  to  have  on  . 
hana  more  than  a  15-day  supply,  feeders  a  30-day  supply,  of  protein  meal, 
v/ith  certain  exceptions, 

(4)  Producers  of  soybeans  and  cottonseed  may,  with  certain  limitations, 
exchange  or  sell  their  oilseeas  to  obtain  protein  meal, 

(5)  Appeals  may  be  made  to  the  AAA  State  Chairman  if  75  percent  or 
more  of  the  protein  meal  or  mixed  feeds  manufactured  from  the  meal  is  sold 
within  the  state,  ana  to  the  Director -of  Food  Production  in  V/ashington  in 
other  cases. 

To  meet  emergencies  the  proposed  oraer  continues  the  set^aside  pro- 
vision of  a  previous  authorization, 

A  public  hearing  will  be  held  in  the  Department  Dec,  2  to  consiaer  the 
proposed  oraer  ana  problems  raisea  by  the  contemplated  set-aside  order,
